We 
have a fhining and ferprifing example of this en- 
thufiafm, in the ftory of the Cobler of Meflina, 
which happened in the laft century; which is at 
once a proof that fublic /pirit is not confined to 
any ftation in life, atid (a point our great men 
onght to confider with attention) that where-ever 
corruption becomes flagrant and univerial, the 
heroic lunacy of public /pirit is moft likely to ap- 

ear. 

This Cobler was an bone man,—I was going 
to add poor, but when I recolleé he maintained 
his family, and was above dependency, I cannot 


revail on myfelf to make ufe of that monofylla- | 


le. He was alfo a man of reflection: -he plainly 
conceived the corruption, laxury and o preflion, 
the private frauds, public robberies, and glaring 
violation of juftice, for which his country had long 
been thamefully diftinguifhed. He faw rapes un- 
punifhed, adulteries unreproved, and barbarous 
morders either fkreened by religious fandtuaries, 
or attoned for by money. In a word, he faw a 


total degeneracy of manners, partly from a want | 


of inclination, and partly from the want of power 
in the government to chattife offenders. In this 
fituation he refolved to undertake the arduous tat 
of reforming thefe diforders, and deemed it both 
lawful and expedient, to exert himfelf asaén aven- 

er of the innocent, and to ftrike terror into the 
guilty. 
vided himfelf with a fhort gun, which he carried 
under his cloak: with a powder-pouchon onc thigh, 
and a bagof balls on the other, he fallied out in 
the evenings, and as proper opportunities offered, 
difpatched thofe whom he knew to be incorrigible 
offenders, to that tribunal before which they could 
not he was fenfible, fave themfelves from juttice ; 
and then returned home with that fatisfaction which 
is the foie reward of public {pirit —As there were 
in Meffina a great number of over-growncriminals, 
the Cobler in the {pace of a few weeks, did conii- 
derable execution. The fun never rofe without 
difcovering frefh marks of his patrioti/m; here 
Jay aufurer, who had ruined thoufands by extor- 
tion; there an unjuft magiftrate, who had been 
¢urfed by as many for his tyrannic proceedings. 
Jn one corner was foand a Nobleman who had de- 
bauched his friend’s wife; in another, a man of 
the fame rank, who, ftimulated by avarice and 
ambition, had proftituted his own; however, as 


Full of this romantic refolation, he pro- 
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the bodies were always left_antowched, with all 
the ornaments belonging to them, and very of- 
ten with large fums in their pockets, it was evi- 
dent, that they had not been affaflinated for the 
fake of their money. Their numbers leemed to 
exclude the fuppofition of their having fallen vic- 
tims to private revenge. 

_It is not in the power of words to defcribe the 
aftonifhment into which the whole city was thrown 
by the Cobler’s nogturnal procedures, Things 
came at laftto fuch a pafs, that no villain of any 
rank whatever, dared to walk the ftretes.. Repeat- 
ed complaints were carried to the Vice-Roy, and 
fubordinate magiftrates. Guards and {pics were 
employed, and every political machine -et in mo- 
tion, bat to no. purpofe. At length, when no lefs 
than &fty of thefe examples had been mide, the 
Vice-Roy ferioufly determined to put a flop to thefe 
fanguinary deeds, by the only maxzauvre which 
feemed capable of comipg at the root of the evil. 
He caufed a proclamation to be made, by which 
the fum of zooo crowns were offered to any perton, 
who fhould apprehend the author or authors of the 
feveral murdersthat had been committed, and a 
promite of the fame fum, with a free pardon to 
the executioner, if he would difcover himfelf.— 
to vender his fincerity unqueftionable, he went to 
the cathedral, and took his facrament, and again 
promifed to perform every part of the proclama- 
tion. ' 

The Cobler, having either fatisfied his zeal for 
juftice; or being now defirous of fecuring his own 
fafety, after having, in his opinion, done fo much 
fervice to the ftate, repaired immediately to the 
palace, and demanded an audience of the Vice- 
Roy, to whom, upon his declaring that he had 
fomething of great importance to communicate, 
he was admitted. He began with putting the 
royal reprefentative in mind of his oaih, and was 
affured by him, that he meant to keep it religioul- 
ly. The Cobler then proceeded in the following 
manner :——=‘* J, Sir, alone, have been the in- 


ftrament of juftice: I, alone, have difpatched, in | 


fo fhort a time, fo many criminals. In doing 
this, Sir, [have done no more than what it was 
your duty to have done. You Sir, who are in 


reality anfwerable for all the offences which theie — 


wretches committed, deferved the fame chaftile- 
ment, and had met with it too, if I had not ret- 
ee the reprefentative of my Prince, who is, I 

now, accountable only to God.’’+—He then en- 
tered into an exadt detail of all the murders in 
which he had been engaged, and the motives by 
which he had been governed. The Vice-Roy, 
thoroughly convinced that he had told him the 
truth, repeated his aflurances of fafety, and thank- 
ed him very affectionately for the tendernefs he 
had difcovered fur him: adding, that he was ready 
to pay him the 2000 crowns. 

Our Cobler returned the Vice-Roy his compli- 
ments in his blunt way; but told him alfo, that 
it would be prudent in him; he believed, after 
what had paffed, to make choice of fome_ other 
city for his refidence, and in fome.corner of Italy, 
not under the dominion of his Catholic Majefty. 
The Vice-Roy confidered his reafons as weighty 
ones: after having thanked him therefore, in the 
moft gracious terms, for the exercife of that pow- 
er which the government wanted, ordered a ‘Tar- 


tane to tranfport him, his family, his.effedts, and 
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2000 crowns, to one of the ports, in the territory 
of Genoa. There, this extraordinary perfon pafft- 
ed the remainder of his days in eafe sed gules and 
the city of Meflina felt, for a long time afterwards, 
ihe good confequences arifing from his enthafiaftic 
zeal for the public good, and for the {tri@ execu. 
tion of juftice, without any perfonal partialities,

would diffolve thofe facred ties by which fociety is 
united, and deitroy thofe hopes of mortality which 
God has given as incentives to virtue, and the beft 
fecurity of our happinefs here and hereatter. ‘The 
conduct of the Frecthinizer, whether a€tuated by 
fuch motives or not, is réplete with extreme folly, 
to give itno harfher appellation.

Luckily he was 
fo clofely purfued, that he was brought back with 
‘his prey to his mafter’s houfe, who examined him 
beforeiome fele& friends. At firft the man was 
fullen, and would avfwer no gueftions ; but being 
urged, to give a realon fer his infamous behavior, 
he refoluiely faid, ** Sir, I had heard you fo often 
talk of the impoflibility of a future flate, and that 





after death there was no reward for virtue, or 
punifhment for vice, that 1 was tempted to com- 
mit the robbery.’? ‘* Well ; but you rafcal,” re- 
plied Mallet, ‘* had you no fear of the gallows ?”’

On 
the 4th inft. a number of armed citizens, with a 
detachment of 100 foldiers, fet off from Grenoble 
to march to Valoire. 

According to letters from Vienna, feven of the

were condemned to the wheel, and executed the 
7th inft. and on the oth a number of citizens of 
Grenoble, who departed the 4th of this month 
with a company of artillery, brought feven ban- 
ditti, whom they had taken in the different can- 
tons of Terres Froides, and placed them fafe in 
prifon. oe 
Lonpon, September 5 

The revolution of Liege proceeds under the 
fame happy auipices under which it began. No 
blood has been fpilt, no tumult has taken place. 

The workmen and handicraftmen, who met for 
the purpofe of offering their fervices to eftablith 
the revolution, have all been fent back to their 
trades and occupations. 

The citizens, who can live without manual la- 
bor, having formed themfelves into companies, do 
duty at'the city gates, the palace, and the cita- 
del. 

The other towns belonging to the principality, 
have followed the example of Liege, and armed 
their principal citizens; fo that there are now ma- 
ny thoufands in arms in Huy, Tongrefs, and Vife, 
where the ancient union has been renewed. 

The number of men which thefe and the neigh- 
boring towns have fent werd they can march ata 
fhort notice to the affiftance of Liege, amounts al- 
ready to 30,000. ‘But as it does not appear that 
the Prince Bifhop, or the Noble Chapter, mean to 
oppofe the revolution, it is hoped that there will 
be no occafion for the fervices of thefe patriot citi- 
zens. 

Sept. 7. The city of Sedan is on the point of 
becoming a prey to famine; an account of this 
calamity in which, inclading the diftri&t depend- 
ent on the city, upwards of 400,000 fouls would 





be involved, has been tranfmitted to the National 
Affembly, and has haitened the publication of the 
decree refpe€ting the interior cireilation of grain. 

A few days ago a man of Great Doddington, 
in thiscountry, 88 yearsafage, undertook to reap 
a land of wheat about 60 poles’ in length and 7 
yards wide; which, to the afionifhment of every 
one who faw him, he performed with eafe. He 
had about a mile to walk from home to his work, 
reaped the corn, and returned home again, all in 
the {pace of 13 hours. 

Extra& of a letter from Conftantinople, Auguft i. 

** The lawyers, firit miniiters, and General of- 
ficers, have met for five days fucceflively, by or- 
der of the new Sultan, to confider whether it is 
expedient to continue the war, or to liflen to foch 
terms of peace as the adverfaries of the Ottoman 
faith are difpofed to. This is the day of their 
fitting, without coming to any determination. To 
morrow they are to acquaint the Signior with the 
refult of their deliberations, on which much will 
depend. At prefentthere is a great ftate of fuf- 
pence, in regard to warlike operations.

** In the late affair at Fokfchan, during the 
attack of the convent of Samuel, the main body 
of the Turkifh army retreated, their cavalry ta- 
king the routof Remnik, and the infantry that of 
Brahilow. 

‘‘The fcene of action, which at intervals was 
ftubborn andfharp, extended from Merachefie, a 
dittance of four leagues. 

‘¢ The Imperial Bulletin ftates the lofs of the 
allied army to be two officers and 25 privates kil- 
led; of the Turks, 1500 killed, and a proporti- 
onate number wounded. 

‘« Prince de Hohenloe having received advice 
that a body of 14000 ‘Turks had advanced to the 
defile of Bockza, and intended to enter Tranfyl- 
vania, had made the neceflary difpofitions for their 
reception. The 2d of Aaguft their advance par- 
ty attacked-our out pofts, but were sepulfed. Two 
officers, Captains Ingerdon and Veefey, and fix 
privates were killed on this occafion.”’

Prepare! prepare! your fongs prepare, 
Loud, loudly rend the echoing air ; 
From pole to pole, his praife refound, 
For virtue is with glory crown’d ! -

The lines in the firft verfe which call for the 
beating of drams and roaring of cannon, were 
inftantly obeyed after the pronunciation of each 
word ; and to the vocal was joined all the inftru- 
mental mufic in both chorufes, which were repeat- 
ed.—Theo the Prefident preceded by the feveral 
companies of militia and artillery of this town, 
the fele&t mea, High Sherif, an Marfhal Jackfon 
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paffed the minifters, phyficians, laivyers, magi- 
ftrafes, town officers, marine fociety, captains of 
vefiels, failors, {choolmafters with their f{cholars, 
&c. who had paraded and opened to the right and 
leit, for that purpofe, each of whom asthe Prefi- 
dent paffed, clofed and joined in the proceffion, 
which was terminated by about 420 {cholars, all 
with their quills in their hands, headed by their 
preceptors.— Their motto, ‘* WE are the Free-born 
fubjeas of the United States.’’ 





Satfm, Nowember 3. 

At one o’clock on Thurfday lait, the inhabi- 
tants of this town affembled in Court-ftreet, and 
formed a proceflion under the directions of the 
Marthals for the day ; and preceded by a band of 
mufic, were conducted to the welt end of the main 
ftreet. 

The Prefident’s arrival atthe bounds of Salem, 
(where he was received by the committee of ar- 
rangements) was announced bya federal difcharge 
from the fort, and’ another from the artillery inFe- 
deral ftreet.—Here he quitted his carriage and 
mounted a beautiful. white horfe.

—After which, he received the affectionate 
addrefs of the town, to which he returned a kind 
and elegant anfwer.

Here a violent fcafite inrmediately eniued : young 
Guifenger feized Sinclair, and threw him on the 
floor. The other roffian feeing his comrade in 
this fituation, ran to his afliftance, and clapping a 
piftol clofe to the head of Guifenger; attempted 
to fhoot him; but the powder flathing in the pan, 
he providentially efcaped. He then fell to pelting 
him with the piftol, which hedid to fuch a degree, 
that the young man was foomcovered with blood ; 
and the {mart of the blows obliged him to quit his 
hold of Sinclair, he feized the other. . The old 
man and Sinclair then got at it; and the wife of 
young Guifenger, who liad lain in but a few days 
before, gallantly came to the afliftence of her 
father-in law—and with a club, belabored Sin- 
clair’s head, fo as to draw blood pléntifv’'y from 
it. While the old fellow and the wife were thus 
engaged with Sinclair in the houfe, young George 
was hotly engaged out of doors with the other ruf- 
fian, who again flafhed another piftol at him, with- 
outits going off. In this way the battle remain- 
ed doubtful about ten or fifteen minutes, until vic- 
tory at length declared in favor of young Guifen- 
ger, who, having compelled 4is man to decamp 
and run for it, inftantly flew to the relief of his 
aged father, who was ftill ftraggling and fighting 
with Sinclair, ‘Their united efforts foon fabdued 
the villain; and having tied his hands, they 
brought him to our county gaol in Eafton; the fon 
and Sinclair being at that time the bloodieft ob- 
jeéts Lever beheld in my life. The othér rafcal 
getting off in the manner I have mentioned, has 
never fince been taken.
